GROW  MORE  FLOWERS 


Most  flowering  plants  will  live  in  almost  any  soil,  but  to  give  them  a  fair  chance  to  develop,  some  care  must  be  taken 
to  make  the  ground  suitable  to  their  needs.  The  soil  best  adapted  to  flowering  plants  is  generally  a  light  friable  loam,  con¬ 
taining  enough  sand  to  make  it  porous,  thoroughly  pulverized  and  enriched  with  liberal  amounts  of  bone  meal  or 
Vigoro.  Make  the  seed  bed  as  fine,  smooth  and  level  as  possible,  except  that  a  slight  rounding  of  the  bed  is  de¬ 
sirable  that  it  may  be  well  drained;  do  not  plant  when  the  ground  is  wet  and  do  not  plant  too  early.  The  ground 
must  be  thoroughly  warm  for  most  flower  seeds.  Cover  each  lot  of  seeds  to  a  uniform  depth  which  should  not  be 
more  than  four  to  six  times  the  diameter  of  the  seed;  press  the  soil  firmly  over  the  seed;  plant  in  rows  so  that  the 
plantlets  may  be  easily  seen;  tbin  to  prevent  crowding.  If  you  will  do  this  and  will  use  Olds’  Seeds,  you  may  con- 
fidently  look  forward  to  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  enriched  by  the  beauty  and  fragrance  of  your  own  flowers.

1.  Buy  good  seed.  Cheap  seed  is  not  likely  to  be  a 
bargain. 

2.  Plant  new  sorts.  Variety  is  the  spice  of  life. 

3.  Sow  enough  to  make  a  showing,  but  do  not  sow  too 
early.  Wait  until  the  ground  is  warm. 

4.  Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly.  Use  the  spade  first. 
Add  plant  food.

6.  Sow  the  seed  to  a  depth  of  four  times  its  diameter.

Crowding 
seedlings  causes  tall  and  spindly  plants  which  will  not 
produce  the  kind  of  flowers  you  want.

9.  Annuals  will  stop  blooming  if  allowed  to  seed.  Cut 
off  all  faded  blossoms. 

10.  Water  thoroughly.  Do  not  bring  the  roots  to  the 
surface  by  wetting  the  soil.  Soak  the  ground  good  and 
water  often.  All  flowering  plants  must  have  plenty  of 
moisture  when  they  are  blooming.

This  work  was  begun  in  1914  by  germinating  six  kernels  from  each  of  a  large  number  of  ears,  in  an  ice  box 
kept  at  a  temperature  of  42°  to  45°  F.  Those  ears,  the  kernels  of  which  showed  any  sign  of  germination,  were  kept 
for  further  breeding.  After  six  years  of  selection,  a  strain  of  Golden  Glow  corn  was  produced  which  will  grow  at  a 

soil  temperature  several  degrees  lower  than  that  required 
for  the  standard  Golden  Glow  strains.  In  breeding  this 
strain  every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  the  size  of  the 
ear  and  stalk  of  the  standard  Golden  Glow  type.
